Financed by Municipalities, New 
Law on State Statute Books 





Never before in the history of the 
Atlantic Highlands Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation has the organization been 
in such a flourishng and prosperous 
condtion. 

The new nurse Miss Mamie Carton, 
a graduate of the Long Branch Memor- 
ja! Hospital enters upon her duties 
as nurse for this association this morn- 
ing, her office will be on the second 
floor of the Snyder building. 

The association is financed by the 
municipalities of Atlantic Highlands, 
Highlands and the Township of Mid- 
dletown, each paying an equal share of 
the $85 per month paid the nurse for 
her work. 

The following law was enacted last 
winter gives the various municipali- 
ties of this State the power to do 
this.

Chapter 202, Laws of ‘New ersey, 
Session of 1916— 

An act empowering the governing 
body of any municipality of this State 
to employ one or more nurses. 


Be it enacted hv the Senate and Gen- 
eral Assembly «~ the State of New 
ersey: 

1, It sha. be and may be lawful 
for the governing body of any munici- 
pality in unis state to employ one or 
more turses, for the purpose of tak- 
ins, care of the needy sick in said 
municipality, said nurse or nurses 
when employed to be paid such com- 
pensation as the governing body may 
by resolution determine; the compen- 
sation of any such nurse or nurses 
shall be paid out of money’s in the 
treasury of such municipality upon 
the proper warrant, or if there be no 
money’s upon the promisory note of 
said municipality signed by the treas- 
urer or collector, 

2. It shall be lawful for any munic- 
ipality to permanently employ one or 
more nurses are provided for in the 
first section of this act and to fix their 
compensation; and such nurse or nurs- 
eg when employed shall not be remov- 
State may join for the purpose of car- 
ed from their position except upon 
complaint and charges prefered and 
an opporunity to be heard before the 
said governing body of said munici- 
pality. 

3. Any two municipalities of this — 
when the said two municipalities shall, 
rying out the purpose of this act, and- 
by the resolution of their bodies au- 
thorize the appointment of a nurse ¢ 
nurses and fix the salary of such n 
or nurses, the amount of said 
shall be contributed in equal parts 
said municipalities as provided for 
this act.
